About 200 miners joined us. 
"A township road ran through .the 


town but the armed guards used 
to stop you at the town line on the 
public road. We would be harra"ssed 
if we ,iust walked through the town. 
I lived ,handy by and if you talked 
through on a nice Sunday after- 
noon, five or six guards would step 
up ;md insult you. They controlled 
it. It was outright feudalism. They 
controlled the court and they would 
find you guilty of some trumped up 
charge like disturbing the peace. I 
never could find out if F. D. R. 
owned'part of it, but Frederic Del- 
ano told me his sister, Roosevelt's 
mother, owned a lot of the bonds. 
Later, in 1939, when I was trying to 
collect wages clue the miners (these 
icgotiutions look place in the State 
Department in Washington) Delano 
said he and his sister (Roosevelt's 
mother) owned Graceton. He said 
iha mine was not paying then but 
in one year alone it had paid 100 
per cent. He had taken out plenty. 
He paid the back wages. 


"At Vintondale, when we tried 


to go in, the guards 
threw logs 
across tho road to block il. But we 
walked in with 500 men and cap- 
lured the place. We got about 500 
members after I took it up with 
John Lewis. Before that the guards 
would fall in with you and follow 
you wherever you went." 


This organizer, a regional offi- 


cial of (he U. M. W., said lhat after 
the union had won, minors sonic- 
limes would give President Roose- 
velt entire credit for their victory 
over the company. 


"1 would always say 'who the 


hell ever gave you thai informa- 
tion'."' He said. None of Roose- 
velt's biographers, whether affec- 
tionate or objective, has ever dis- 
cussed the family's ownership of 
these properties and Ihe company's 
conduct in relation to the workers.

About 200 miners joined us. 
"A township road ran through .the 


town but the armed guards used 
to stop you at the town line on the 
public road. We would be harra"ssed 
if we ,iust walked through the town. 
I lived ,handy by and if you talked 
through on a nice Sunday after- 
noon, five or six guards would step 
up ;md insult you. They controlled 
it. It was outright feudalism. They 
controlled the court and they would 
find you guilty of some trumped up 
charge like disturbing the peace. I 
never could find out if F. D. R. 
owned'part of it, but Frederic Del- 
ano told me his sister, Roosevelt's 
mother, owned a lot of the bonds. 
Later, in 1939, when I was trying to 
collect wages clue the miners (these 
icgotiutions look place in the State 
Department in Washington) Delano 
said he and his sister (Roosevelt's 
mother) owned Graceton. He said 
iha mine was not paying then but 
in one year alone it had paid 100 
per cent. He had taken out plenty. 
He paid the back wages. 


"At Vintondale, when we tried 


to go in, the guards 
threw logs 
across tho road to block il. But we 
walked in with 500 men and cap- 
lured the place. We got about 500 
members after I took it up with 
John Lewis. Before that the guards 
would fall in with you and follow 
you wherever you went."

About 200 miners joined us. 
"A township road ran through .the 


town but the armed guards used 
to stop you at the town line on the 
public road. We would be harra"ssed 
if we ,iust walked through the town. 
I lived ,handy by and if you talked 
through on a nice Sunday after- 
noon, five or six guards would step 
up ;md insult you. They controlled 
it. It was outright feudalism. They 
controlled the court and they would 
find you guilty of some trumped up 
charge like disturbing the peace. I 
never could find out if F. D. R. 
owned'part of it, but Frederic Del- 
ano told me his sister, Roosevelt's 
mother, owned a lot of the bonds. 
Later, in 1939, when I was trying to 
collect wages clue the miners (these 
icgotiutions look place in the State 
Department in Washington) Delano 
said he and his sister (Roosevelt's 
mother) owned Graceton. He said 
iha mine was not paying then but 
in one year alone it had paid 100 
per cent. He had taken out plenty. 
He paid the back wages. 


"At Vintondale, when we tried 


to go in, the guards 
threw logs 
across tho road to block il. But we 
walked in with 500 men and cap- 
lured the place. We got about 500 
members after I took it up with 
John Lewis. Before that the guards 
would fall in with you and follow 
you wherever you went."

About 200 miners joined us. 
"A township road ran through .the 


town but the armed guards used 
to stop you at the town line on the 
public road. We would be harra"ssed 
if we ,iust walked through the town. 
I lived ,handy by and if you talked 
through on a nice Sunday after- 
noon, five or six guards would step 
up ;md insult you. They controlled 
it. It was outright feudalism. They 
controlled the court and they would 
find you guilty of some trumped up 
charge like disturbing the peace. I 
never could find out if F. D. R. 
owned'part of it, but Frederic Del- 
ano told me his sister, Roosevelt's 
mother, owned a lot of the bonds. 
Later, in 1939, when I was trying to 
collect wages clue the miners (these 
icgotiutions look place in the State 
Department in Washington) Delano 
said he and his sister (Roosevelt's 
mother) owned Graceton. He said 
iha mine was not paying then but 
in one year alone it had paid 100 
per cent. He had taken out plenty. 
He paid the back wages. 


"At Vintondale, when we tried 


to go in, the guards 
threw logs 
across tho road to block il. But we 
walked in with 500 men and cap- 
lured the place. We got about 500 
members after I took it up with 
John Lewis. Before that the guards 
would fall in with you and follow 
you wherever you went." 


This organizer, a regional offi- 


cial of (he U. M. W., said lhat after 
the union had won, minors sonic- 
limes would give President Roose- 
velt entire credit for their victory 
over the company. 


"1 would always say 'who the 


hell ever gave you thai informa- 
tion'."' He said. None of Roose- 
velt's biographers, whether affec- 
tionate or objective, has ever dis- 
cussed the family's ownership of 
these properties and Ihe company's 
conduct in relation to the workers.

A larap maloritv of them .how- 


ever, believed

"appalling allegations" about con- 
ditions under which some individ- 
uals and groups are deprived of 
fundamental freedoms. 


U. N. officials are keeping close 


guard over the complaints, refus- 
ing to divulge contents or origin 
until a method, is found of protect- 
ing their authors from reprisals, 
according to persons dealing with 
the matter. 


What to do about the complaints 


has become a major problem for 
the U. N.'s new human rights com- 
mission. It has begun work on a 
global charter of human

ceived by various U. N. agencies 
from throughout the world. Some 
of Ihem, an official said, contain 
"appalling allegations" about con- 
ditions under which some individ- 
uals and groups are deprived of 
fundamental freedoms. 


U. N. officials are keeping close 


guard over the complaints, refus- 
ing to divulge contents or origin 
until a method, is found of protect- 
ing their authors from reprisals, 
according to persons dealing with 
the matter. 


What to do about the complaints 


has become a major problem for 
the U. N.'s new human rights com- 
mission. It has begun work on a 
global charter of human
